ftickc cuftome* ? It is'a fafhion or cuftome with vs 
to Dioumc in Blacke.-yct the Argon and Remane La* 
dies eucr mourned in YVhitctandfifwewifl tyethe 
niiion vpon the fignificatkm of colours) I fee not 
but wc may inoume in Greene ^ Blue , Red or any Am¬ 
ple colour vfed in Her aider. For vs to faluce Grangers 
with a kiffe,is counted butciuilicie, but withforraine 
Nations immodeftic: for you to cut the bayre of 
yourvpperlips,familiarhcetc in England, euery 
where clfe almoft thought vnmanly. To ride on 
Side-Saddles at full wascountcd hecreabominable 
pride, &c. I might infiance in a thouiand things that 
oncly Cufiome and not Rcafon hath approued.

Be,you haue gone a world further, and 
cucnrauifht from vs our Speech, ouradhom, (ports 
and recreations. Goodncflfe leave owe, if I baue not 
heard a Man court his Miflris with the fame words 
that Vtmus did Admx^oras neerc a s the Bwoke could 
inftmdhtmj where arc the Tiks and Tooroks,and 
loftie Gallyards that were daunft in the daks ofdd, 
when men caperd in the ay re like wanton kids on the 
tops of Mountaioes, and turnd aboue ground as if 
tliey had been compaft of Fire or a purer dement ? 
Tut all’s forfakenull's vanilVit^thofe motions (hewed 
more ftrength then An, and more courage then

rable to his necke; his thigh proportionable with 
his middle, his foote with his hand, and a world of
